D aw son, N. Al., F ob, 9.— F o u r bodies had lx>en recovered at 
6 a. nj. fro m t h e Phelps-D odjre D aw son m ine No. I w h e re 122 
m en w ere entom bed by an explosion late y e ste rd a y . 
M ine officials 
fe are d th a t all had p erish ed . 
One hundred and fifty rescue workers who foiled throughout the night 
at that tim** were still about a mile from where the other l ls men in the mine 
were working when the bloat wrecked tile workings. 
Rescue workers hoped 
to reach the spot during the morning. 
The one hope of finding the men alive lay in the possibility that they 
were able to wall up a room to prole. t them against th** deadly guses which 
ac* umuiated following the blast. 
The ventilation system was rees­ 
tablished during the night, and rap­ 
idly cleared the air. 
Physicians and nurses were ribb ­ 
ed here from surrounding towns. 
A call was sent to Raton for cof­ 
fins. 
Wives and children of the entomb­ 
ed men. mostly 
foreigners, 
stood 
huddled near the barricaded shaft 
during the long night, eagerly w a it­ 
ing for a word of 
hope 
from 
the 
workers. 
They accepted the news 
that there was practically no hop* 
with a stoic calmness. 
Many of the 
families whose loved ones wore e n ­ 
tombed by the blast had 
lost 
hus­ 
bands or sons in the disaster al the 
fit ag Canon coal mine near here on 
October 21, 1913. 
which 
claim ed 
263 lives. 
It was also owned by the 
Phelps-Dodge corporation. 
Official 
investigation 
into 
the 
cause of the explosion was launch­ 
ed today by mine authorities. 
No 
explanation of the disaster coaid 
be given by company officers. 
The explosion occurred at 2:30 p 
rn. Thursday. 
Soon after the blast 
rescue workers brought here from 
Raton equipped with helmets and 
gas masks entered the mine. 
The bodies recovered were found 
near the main entrance whicli had 
been wracked by tile blast. 
Dawson is one of the largest coal 
mining camps in the 
west. 
Four 
mines were operated in the vicinity 
of the village of 5,000.

They would 


not estimate the exact number, but 


hope of finding any of the remaining 


men in the mine alite rapidly faded. 


A consignment of 26 coffins arched 


from Denver and arrangements were 


made to bury the dead. 


Gas fumes which gathered in the 


mine following the blast were be­ 
lfried to hate caused almost in-tan- 
taneons death to the victims. 
Rescue 
workers encountered 
few obstacles, 
howeter, 
penetrating 
beyond 
the 
mouth of the mine. The greatest prop­ 
erty damage was caused at the open­ 
ing of the main shaft. 
The bodies 
were removed nearly a mile and a 
half from the opening, according to 
word brought to the surface. 


Two Survived Explosion

AN INDICTMENT WAS RETURNED 
AGAINST COMMANDANT

Snelling auth­ 
orities from using the artillery range 
upon part of which Peters has a small 
home and gravel pit. 
Appearing before the grand jury on 
scores of occasions, Peters has told of 
shrapnel falling about him 
as 
he 
worked on his place and also of find­ 
ing small bits of metal imbedded in 
lls house. 
His efforts to secure an 
ndictment had been unsuccessful un­ 
it the present session. 
It is expected 
he army officers will be served with 
i temporary restraining order pre­ 
venting them using the artillery range 
for target pra lice.

Chicago, F *»b. 9 
Ten crosses were 
carved on the Hotly of Miss Mildred 
Erie by a band of masked men who 
kidnapeil her and left 
her 
uncon­ 
scious on a lonely country road, ac­ 
cording to a statement m ile to po­ 
lice by the girl today. 
Miss Erie declared the men seized 
her as she was leaving her home, ana 
rushed lier to the country where she 
was mutilated. 
Two crosses were 
carved on her breast, two 
on 
ber 
back, and the others on lier legs and 
arms. 
Miss Erie declared she was re­ 
cently threatened in a letter. 
Th* 
letter said: “W e are going to ,:**» 
you for leaving your own church'' 
she said. 
"The girl recently joined th** Cath­ 
olic church and sang in 
the 
choir. 
She left lier home about five o ’clock 
and was not heard from until after 
midnight when her room-mate, Miss 
Margaret Alexander was notified she 
was being brought home In a ser­ 
ious condition". 
Dr. William Pickett attended Miss 
Erie and reported the case to the 
police. 
He 
declared 
the 
wounds 
were not serious. 
Miss Erie had been reared in a 
protestant 
faith. 
The slashes had 
apparently been made with a pen 
knife. 
While deep enough to caus** 
severe pain and bleed, (hey were not 
serious enough to endanger her life. 
Tile girl’s story told to Dr. Pickett 
follows: 
"I had just left Mina Alexander 
and turned a street corner when a 
man with a black mask and a revol­ 
ver in his hand stopped rn**. 
I was 
thrown into an auto in which there 
were two other men. 
Soon after I 
lost consriousness as I am subject to 
fainting spells whenever under any 
severe strain or excitem ent’’. 
"The next I knew I was lying along 
a railroad near Roseland. 
I crawled 
and stumbled for several blocks un­ 
til I came to a convent where they 
took me In anti relieved my pain. 
I 
told them w ii ere I lived and they 
s e n t .me home". 
Police were at first skeptical of 
the girl's story. 
However, Dr. Pick­ 
ett pointed out that it would have 
been impossible for her to have in­ 
flicted the injuries on herself as sh** 
could not possibly have made those 
on her back. 
The girl has been liv­ 
ing in a rooming house of Mrs. Ro­ 
bert S. Pearson, having 
left 
the 
home of her father, H e n r y Erie, re­ 
cently. 


Chicago, Feb. 9 
A warrant for 
the arrest of 
Mildred 
Erie 
who 
claimed she 
was 
kidnaped 
and 
slashed by three masked men, was is­ 
sued by police today on request of 
the girl’s father. 
Disorderly con 
duct was charged. 
The girl, whose body was marked 
by ten crosses, apparently made with 
a pen knife, had disappeared when 
police sought her 
at 
a 
rooming 
house. 
The father said Mildred recently 
had gotten beyond his control and 
he thought by taking court action 
he might be able to regain direction 
of the girl. 
Mildred in her story to physicians 
said she was threatened by a secret 
organization for giving up the re­ 
ligion in which she was reared. 
A similar warrant for the arrest 
of MUs Margaret Alexander room­ 
mate of the Erie girl, 
was 
issued 
when it was discovered they had fled 
together. 
Erie declared Miss Alexander and 
his daughter had been close friends 
for nearly five years, and that efforts 
of the family 
to 
oreak 
up 
their 
friendship had failed.

AU persons over 65 yearn of age 
who have been * Risen* of th** United 
States for at least 16 years would be 
eligible for pensions, providing they 
did not have an Income of more than 
$3(10 annually or own property valued 
at more than $3,000.

able of supporting the aged man or 
woman ate* a live, the pension would 
not he paid. 
The pension provided Is $26 a month. 
A large number of appointive Joba 
tvould be provided by the measure. 
There would he a superintendent re­ 
ceiving $12,000 a year, and three pen­ 
sion commanders receiving $10 n day 
while in session.

would 
be 
three committee commanders in each 
county, all appointed by the governor. 
A tax levy to provide money for pen­ 
sione is provided.

League of Nations final project for 
the reduction of armaments. 
Th** 
project will be perfected in detail* 
at subsequent meetings of the com­ 
mission during the summer and then 
submitted to th** fourth general as­ 
sembly of the League in September 
for adoption. 
One** adopted, the Leagu** will then 
submit it to all the nations of the 
world whether members of the Lea­ 
gue or not, to accept or reject as they 
please. 
No effort will be made by the l e a ­ 
gue to force the project on anyone, 
hut it will be so drawn up that the 
gradual disarmament can take place 
In direct proportion to the number 
of nations that adhere to the pro­ 
ject.

The foreign office, larking any dis- 
pafches from Smyrna, official or other­ 
wise. let it be known that danger of 
a conflict is considered unlikely now. 


Status Quo to Be Maintained 
Constantinople, Feb. 9. 
Allied rep­ 
resentatives and the 
Turkish 
com ­ 
manders at Smyrna have agreed that 
the status quo will in* maintained until 
the question of the Turks' rights to 
order foreign warships from th# har­ 
bor has been settled by diplomatic 
means, according to a dispatch from 
Smyrna received here late today. 
The agreement reached at Smyrna 
eliminated tho immediate danger of 
war following collapse of the Near 
East peace conference at Lausanne. 
British, French, American and Dutch 
men of war are at present In Smyrna 
harbor where under this agreement 
they will remain for the time being. 


Tit** Turks first served an nltltna- 
t i i rn on the allies, ordering all war­ 
ships of 1,000 tons or over to depart 
before Wednesday midnight. 
The al­ 
lies ignored it. and the lime limit was 
extended 24 hours. 
The British then 
warned 
th** 
Turks 
their 
warships 
would lire if attacked. 
Meanwhile, the Turks had planted 
mines in the harbor so the allied ves­ 
sels would be unuhle to move unless 
guided by pilots knowing the exact 
location of the mines. 


Turkey Makes Statement 
london. Feb. 9.- Turkey today In­ 
formed the allies it was Impossible 
to revoke the ultimatum ordering ail 
allied 
warships of more than 1,000 
tons to leave Smyrna harbor, an Ex­ 
change Telegraph dispatch from Con­ 
stantinople stated. 
The statement was made to the al­ 
lied representatives by Admin Hey In 
behalf of the Angira government, the 
dispatch said.
